Elopement, Theft and Kidnaping 
Follow the Nuptials. 


The Runaway Husband Headed Of in 
New ¥ rk—His Story of a “Basl- 
ness Proposition” to the 
Widow.

New York, Oct. 16.—[By rhe Associ- 
ated Press.| Charles A. White,» who 
claims to be a representati-: of the 
London Illustrated News. is in police 
headquarters, charged with grand 
larceny by his wife, who was formerly 
Mrs. Nagle, daughtér of a wealthy mer- 
chant of Cheyenne, Wyo. 

According to White's story of the 
affair he met Mrs. Nagle at Hot Springs, 
Ark., in the summer of 1891 and they 
became interested in each other. He 
finally made the woman what he termed 
a ‘“busihess: proposition,” offered to 
marry her for $100,000. He went 
to Europe, and during his absence 
corresponded with Mrs. Nagle, who de- 
/} cided to accept his offer and so in- 
formed White.by mail. According to 
his story he at once regurned to Amer- 
ica and proceeded at once to Cheyenne, 
where they were married. Previous to 
the ceremony an attorney drew up a 
regular contract in which the bride 
promised to settle upon White the 
amount he asked for. White says she 
paid $25,000 in cash, but still owes 
$75,000 which she is unable to raise, 
and he therefore took the securities, 
which caused his arrest. 

According to Mrs. White’s story, the 
prisoner obtained securities and bonds 
worth $150,000 from her by means of 
violence and fraud, and also practically 
abducted her sixteen-year-oldson. Itis 
said that shortly after the marriage 
White abused his wife and compelied 
her to sign mortgages on various pieces 
of property besides forcing her to in- 
dorse a note for $75,000, payable 
ninety days afterdate. He then left 
his wife, taking with him-stocks and 
bonds belonging to her valued at $40,- 
000 and on his arrival here converted 
them into cash and kept the proceeds. 

White also disposed of the mortgages 
signed by Mrs. White, but an injunction 
granted in Cheyenne prevented the 
transfers being officjally recorded 
there. 

Sheriff Kelly of Cheyenne, who is 
here with requisition -papers, says that 
as soon as White learned that the Chey- 
enne police had complained to Super- 
intendent Byrnes about the detention 
of young Nagle, he promptly put the 
boy on 4 train and’sent him to Rock Is- 
land} Ill., where the boy's grandmother 
lives. The case was brought to the at- 
tention of the police by a telegram 
from Cheyenne asking: for White's ar- 
rest and requesting them to secure the 
boy, George Nagle. 


THE BRIGGS CONTROVERSY. 


What Is Said by Those Connected With the 
Dispute. 

New Yorks, Oct. 16.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Ezra M. Kingsley, secre- 
tary and treasurer of Union Theological 
Seminary and recorder of the board of 
directors, says that the action at Thurs- 
day’s meeting of the directors was not 
taken in a_e spirit of defiance 
to the General Assembly. In 
speaking about Dr. Briggs, in regard to 
whose transfer the friction arose, 
Kingsley said that should the verdict of 
the New York Presbytery be adverse at 
the trial next month, the board of di- 
rectors would stand by him if he an- 
swered the questions put him in the 
same way he has done hitherto. 

James C, Carter, legal adviser of the 
seminary directors, has given an opin- 
ion that the General Assembly had no 
power to make the contract of 1870, 
and that the seminary had no right to 
delegate tothe General Assembly au- 
thority to veto the apportionment or 
election of professors made by o 
board. 


MOBBED THE ARMY. 


Salvationists Brutally Assauited at Wy- 
andotte, Mich. 

Wranpotte (Mich.,) Oct. 16.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Fora long time 
there has been ill-feeling between the 
tough element and Salvationists. It 
culminated this evening during the 
army’s parade, some one felling Lieut. 
Lowe to the ground with a. brick. A 
general free fight ensued. Five per- 
sons were seriously injured, one of 
them fatally, the victim being Carrie 
Lowe, the Salvationist lieutenant. Two 
other Salvationists were injured and 
two bystanders were struck with flying 
missils.. No arrests were made. 


Two Bad Men Removed. 

Denver (Colo.,) Oct. 16.—The Re- 
publican’s special from Cheyenne says: 
“G. J. Bedford and Dab Burch, who 
were acquitted on the charge of horse- 
stealing, were afterward rearrested for 
contempt of court, guns being freely 
displayed by the prisoners during the 
trial, and were fined $10.

MINISTER LINCOLN. 


He Takes a Hopeful \iew of the Monetary © 
Conterence. 

«New Yors, Oct. 16.—|By the Asso- 
clated Press.]

He 
comes to spend his regular two months’ 
leave of absence, lie will go first to 
Washington and thence to Chicago to 
attend the dedication of the World's 
Fair.

sonally deplore an attempt by the 
United States to adopt free silver coin- 
age withont the assistance of the Euro- 
pean nations, whose aid is essential.’ 


RAILROAD RATES. 


A Redaction te Utah Common Points May 
Be Made. 

Dexver (Colo.,) Oct. \16.—[By the 
Associated Press.| An important meet- 
ing was held today in the office of 
Trafic Manager A. S. Hughes, of the 
Denver and Rio Grande, at which 
George H. Crosby, general freight agent 
of the Burlington; William Sage. traffic 
manager of the Kock Island; O. F. Fay, 
representing the Santa Fé; C. A. 
Tripp, general\agcent of the Mis- 
souri Pacific, <and General Agent 
of the Union Pacific, 
were present. Some time ago the Salt 
Lake Board of Trade took action to see 
if the Interstate Commerce Commission 
would not force the railroads to apply 
the California through rates to Utah 
common points. No definite action was 
taken, but probably a recommendation 
will be made to the general managers 
ofthe various ¢ailroads interested to 
make a compfomise by reducing rates 
to Urah conimoa points, though the full 
reduction asked for will not be made. 
A full meeting will be held in Salt Lake 
shortly. 


GROWING INDUSTRIES. 


A Census Bulletin for Calamity 
Shriekers to Ponder, 


How the Silkk, Woo! and Cotton Industries 
Have Prospéred During the Past 
Few Years—Wage-earners 
Benctited. 


By Telegraph to ‘The Times. 

Wasuineton, Oct. 16.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}| The Census Bureau to- 
day made public a bulletin giving statis- 
tics of the textile industries for the 
United States asa whéle. The incréase 
in silk manufacture since 1880 is most 
etriking, being 112.77 per cent. in the 
value of its products; the cotton manu- 


facture ranking second, being 29.51. 


per cent., and the wool manufacture 
third, being 26.39 percent. The aver- 
age increase inthe entire textile in- 
dustry is 38.51 percent, The relative 
rank in the importance of the in- 
dustries, however, is reversed, wool 
manufactures in all branches stand- 
ing first, with gross products valued 
at $887.768,524; cotton manu- 
facture second, with products valued 
at $267,981,724 and silk manufac- 
ture third, with products valued at 
$87,298,454. The actual increase in 
the value of products is $70,515,611 
in wool, $75,591,614 in cotton, and 
$46,265,409 in silk. The combined 
industries vicided a product in the 
present census year worth $693,- 
048,702, as compared with a product 
in 1880 of $500,876,068, an increase 
in ten years of $192,672.674, which, 
it is stated, is without a parallel in any 
country. 

The increase in the amount of wages 
paid for the combined textile indus- 
tries; says the bulletin, is even more 
marked than the increase in the value 
of the products, being 64.71 per cent. 
in the combined industries; 61.77 per 
cent. in wool manufactufe; 57.05 per 
cent. in cotton and 115.16 in silk, the 
total sum of $162,365,598, paid in the 
combined industries as wages to 488,- 
921 emplovés, being average an- 
nual earnings for men, women and chil- 
dren of $349.84 in wool manufacture, 
as compared with $298.33 in 1880, an 
increase of 19.36 per cent.; $301.65 
in cotton manufacture, as compared 
with $243.65 in 1880. an increase of 
28.80 per cent., and .$386.55 in silk 
manufacture, as compared - with 
3291.88 in 1880, an increase of 32.43 
per cent. 


“MAD DOG.” 


Cur Bites a Dozen Persons in 
Philadelphia. 

Oct. 16.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]| When Chestnut street 
was crowded this evening a small dog 
ran up the thoroughfage snapping and 
snarling at everybody. A terrorizing 
cry of ‘‘mad dog’’ was quickly raised 
and people ran im all directions. A 
little Russian newspaper girl was not 
quitk enough and was bitten in the leg. 
At the corner of Eighth street a crowd 
of'sports were standing and- the dog 
bit nearly a dozen men before they es- 
caped. Further up the street it bit 
five others. At Ninth street a police- 
Man exterminated him with a club. 
All the victims rushed to doctors and 
had their wounds cauterized.

New York, Oct. 16.—|[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Mrs. Victoria Woohull- 
Martin, candidate of the woman suf- 
fragists for President of the United 
States, arrived this morning on the 
Etruria from her English home. Her 
husband, John Biddulph Martin, the 
London banker and World’s Fair Com- 
missioner from Great Britain, accompa- 
nied the Presidential candidate. They 
were driven to the residence of Mrs. 
Martin’s sister, Mrs. Dennis O’Hal- 
lern. Being interviewed, Mrs. Mar- 
tin said she is eager to step once 
more on the platform after six- 
teen years of retirement, and preach 
the gospel of humanitarianism to every 
character. Tonightshe and Mr. Mar- 
tin left for Chicago to attend the dedi- 
cation ceremonies, immediately after 
which arrangements will be completed 
for campaign speeches, which Mrs. 
Martin will deliver in Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago and other 
large cities. 

Mrs, Martin gave out for publication 
a fetter accepting the nomination, 
dressed to ‘Anna M. Parker an 
others.’’ The letter begins By stating 
that anomination upon the woman sul- 
frage platform commends itself to the 
writer, especially as the issue is one 
which was originally raised and advo- 
cated by her as long ago as 1870. Mrs. 
Martin then quotes at length from her 
addresses delivered during that cam- 
paign, in which she argued that the 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendment to 
the Constitution permitted the right of 
suffrage to women, and she earnestly 
commends all good women to persist- 
ently demand that right. 

She next proceeds to discuss, at some 
length, the method by which the evils 
afflicting society can be corrected. She 
sees no salvation except through an al- 
most entire révision of the basic laws 


pof government. She says: 


Even the Constitution of the United 
States itself, one of the most modern gov- 
ernmental characters, is, you may say, a 
relic of the old institutions, 

Further on she says: 

It is becoming just at necessary to con- 
sider the important subject of breeding in- 
telligence and physical culture in the hu- 
man race as it isininferior animals. In 
order to accomplish such resalts new regu- 
lations must be proposed for society. We 
must surround motherhood with oper 
conditions of an enlightened age.‘¥lt is 
to women, therefore, that we look 
for the regeneration of mankind. Injury 
to woman through taxation without repre- 
se ntation is only’ the beginning of a series 
ofthe wrongs and persecutions to which 
sex issubjected. I am not an advocate of 
woman's rights in the sense of unsexing 
woman. Woman's vote is the oniy 
great weapon of reform. It would 
settle the liquor question, and with 
women in_ politics and the saloons 
out of politics what may we not 
hope for’ But I will not dilate further, 
simply presenting a list of some of the pro- 
posed reforms under consideration in the 
humanitarian platform: Revenue and 
tariff reform, tribunals of health, free 
courts of justice for the poor, bureaus of 
anthropology connected with every police 
station, laboratories for the analysis of im- 
pure food and liquids, woman suffrage, the 
scientific reorganization of the criminal 
code, improved dwellings for the pour, 
labor tribunals for arbitration, an aris- 
tocracy of blood.

CHOW’S COMPLAINT. 


Serious Charges Against the Worid’s 
Fair Managers. 


A Plot Alleged to Give China's Space at 
the Exposition to Unauthorized 
Persous—An Investigation 

Probable.

Sawn Francisco, Oct, 16.--[By the As- 
sociated Press.]| The Call publishes a 
long interview with Yuck Chow, a 
representative of the Chinese Six Com- 
panies to the World's Fair, and agent 
of a syndicate of Chinese merchants in 
this country and China, formed to make 
and conduct the exhibit of the Chinese 
nation. Yuck Chow says he applied 
to Director-General Davis for space 
for the Chinese exhibit at the 
fair and the application was handed to 
Senator Crawford, of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the World's Fair. 
He was told that the application would 
be considered, but in the meantime he 
learned that space had already been 
granted tg Mr. White, the Southern Pa- 
cific’s agent at Chicago, 
exhibit. Mr. White is trying to forma 
company and get the Chinese interested 
in it. 

Chow charges that Secretary Craw- 
ford is personally interested in White's 
schemes, and the latter is only Craw- 
ford’s agentinthe matter. Chow re- 
ported the matter tothe director gen- 
eral, who told him thata concession had 
not yet beengranted. He investigated, 
however, and found that White’s name 
appeared first on the iist of appli- 
cants. Chow says this arrangement had 
been made beforehand so that White's 
applicauion might be ahead of all others 
for the Chinese exhibit. White has 
made an agreement with a Chinese 
docter in Omaha, Chan Jee Wo, where- 
by the doctor will organize aud conduct 
an exhibit on the ‘following terms: 
White to receive 35 per cent. on sales, 
10 percent. of which was for bimseif 
and Secretary Crawford and the re- 
mainder, 25 per cent., to the World's 


Fair according to the rules. The 
doctor has not sufficient capital 
to carry out the scheme, and 


has notified the Chinese in Omaha and 
other places that they can purchase 
shares at $25 each. The Chinese, 
however, have no confidence in Chan 
Jee Wo and will not help him te collect 
the exhibit. 

Chow says he is in correspondence 
with Secretary Foster regarding this 
concession, and understands he will in- 
vestigate. Chow says the Chinese mer- 
chants inthis country and China will 
have nothing to do with White’s scheme 
and the censequence is,.if there is 
a Chinese exhibit, it will comsist 
only of such curios as can be seen here 
in Chinatown. The Chinese curios znd 
treasures which only Chow's.company | 
can obtain will not be shown. Chow 
says he will make no further effort to 
obtain:a concession, but if Secretary of 
State Foster commences an investiga- 
tion of the White-Crawford arrange- 
ment he will return to Chicago and be 
present at.the hearing.

A GREAT SEND OFF. 


Departure of the San Francisco Drill 
Corps for the North. 


Escorted to the Depot by a Large Crowd, 
and, After Imprompta Speech Mak.

ments. The first shipnmrent of ore, for 
which Mr. Persy exhibited the purchas- 
ing certificate, of ten tons brought #716 
per ton in Pueblo, Colo. Mr. Perry 
says that the second shipment now 
being prepared will average $800 per 
ton, andsome of it will go from $1000 
to $2600. ; 

Mr. Perry and his associates took pos- 
session of the mine on August 15 last. 
Within six days from that date over 
$15,000 worth of ore had been taken: 
out. At the present time the greatest 
depth reached is not over fifty feet. 
The vein at this point does not show the 
quantity of ore that was found at the 
surface, but its fabulous richness is well 
maintained. The average of the vein 
is about $260 per ton. The average 
width is about two and a half feet. 
There is considerable low-grade ore, as- 
saying from $25 to $75 per ton in gold. 
Through this low grade streaks from 
one to fotr inches wide are found 
that carry gold to a wonderful degree. 
The following are some of the latest as- 
says made upon these rich streaks:

The highest assay so far 
attained was from a choice specimen of 
tale, which carried 9820.37 ounces in 
gold, 401.63 ounces in silver; value 
per ton, $186,728.70. The major 
part of the ore is a soft iron oxide and 
is easily worked.

The further plea 
was made that they wished to avoid 
commencing the work of construction 
at. the beginning of the rainy season 
(last year,) lest their bridge might be 
washed away before it could be com- 
pleted. The Council refused the com- 
pany’s modest request, but finally offered 
to permit the laying down of a tem- 
porary wooden rail to facilitate the pas- 
sage of empty cars. This offer was not 
accepted by the company. Later the 
Council again refused the corporation 
the use of the city’s briége, holding that 
the Electric Company should erect its 
own bridge. The pleaof jmability has 
recently been putinon behalf of the 
company, and so the matter stands. 

More street railway connection with 

the East Side is undoubtedly desirable 
to the citizens, but this corporation 
should not be granted special privileges, 
especially as, in the outset, it declared 
through its spokesman before the Coun- 
cil that it did not desire to depend upon 
the city for transit privileges. 
' In this connection it is pertinent to 
enumerate the work done and money 
spent by other corporations on streets 
and bridges. 

The Cable Company contributed the 
cash sum of $40,000 to aid in the con- 
struction of the bridge or viaduct on 
Downey avenue and First street, and it 
also constructed that portion of the 
bridge’roadways occupied by its tracts, 
be | and is at the expense of maintaining 
such portion of the bridges.

AT THE CHURCHES. 
Eloquent Sermon by Rev, Mr. 
Case of San Francisco. 


The First Methodist Church at Pasa- 
dena Crowded to the Doors, | 


The Brtherhood of St. Andrew Dis- 
cussed by Rey. Mr. Tayler. 


The Aims and Objects of the Organization 
Outlined—Services at the First Pres- 
byterian and Immanuel Churches 
General Religious Notes, 


Rev. W. W. Case, D.D., pastor of the 
Howard Street Methodist Church in 
San Francisco, preached yesterday 
morning at the First Methodist 
Church in Pasadena, The large taber- 
nacle, which serves as an annex tothe 
church, held an immense congregation. 
The vacant lots opposite and at one 
side were crowded with equipag®s, 
many coming in from the sutrouning 
country to enjoy the service, “which 
} was the crowning .eyent of the State 
Y.M.C.A. Conventién just closed at 
Pasadena. 


The chancel had been magnificently 
dressed with flowers for the occasion, a 
bank of pure white chrysanthemuoms 
rising from the altar to the top of the 
pulpit desk. The platform was bor- 
dered with a hedge of scarlet geraniums 
and chrysantemums against a flowing 
background of pepper sprays. Im- 
mense baskets, “mounted on tripods, 
ovérflowing with yellow and white 
chrysanthemums, were on either side 
the platform, an@ against the wail back 
of the choir hungthe Y.M.C.A. triangle 
in evergreens, ‘with the watchwords, 
“Spirit,. Mind, Body,’’ wrought in 
flowers upon it. Elaborate floral pieces 
were placed here and there, and alto- 
gether the decorations were quite be- 
vond the usual,’ even in this land of 
flowers.

Mr. Kellogg made some preliminary re- 
marks setting forth the work of the 
Y.M.C.A., and then Dr. Case was intro- 
duced by Mr. dy 4 and preached a 
half-hour sermos was as full of 
good thoughts a8 af egg is of meat. 
His subject was “Search and Manifesta- 
tion, or Discovery and Revelation,'’ and 
was based upon-thetexts found in Job 
xi, 7, and John Xfv, 27. Asa back- 
ground for the pictures presented, he 
tirst made plain how very little we know 
by actual personal. ‘discovery. Our 
knowledge is largqly fathered by infor- 
mation from reliable sources, but with 
reference to religiots things philoso- 
phers commit the errar of saying ‘he; 
will believe nothing they cannot unuer- 
stand. They canmot perfectly under- 
stand God, thereforé they will not ac- 
cept Him. Men believe the law of grav- 
itation, but how many can understand 


it? Test it by the ‘ Who 
has ever beara or 
handled gravitation?..And yet, if you 
lean too far over Lookout Mountain you 
are adead man. Gravity is simply an 
hypothesis and we never quarrel with 
it, but accept it as a natural law and act 
accordingly. So God is an hypothesis. 
We cannot fully undefstand him, but 
why not accept Him ag we do the law 
of gravity? ln accordatce with human 
necessity there must be an wltimate ap- 
peal, an authority in law, science, sur- 
gerv; andsoin theology, in religion, 
and the Bible is that authority. 

The effect of truth depends upon our 
interior life. As one must be trained in 
the school of art to appretiate art, in 
the school of music to appreciate music, 
so we must learn our lessons at the foot 
of the cross in order to be lifted up into 
spiritual life—must be educated in the 
praver meeting, the young people’s 
mecting, the Sunday-school, and by and 
by the glory in the face, the sweetness 
in the voice, the charm in the influence 
will be made manifest. . 

All these points were skillfully elab- 
orated and illustrated with apt inci- 
cidents, which impresssd the truth in- 
delibly upon the minds of his hearers. 
Dr. Case is a powerful, factor in the 
Methodism of the Pacific Coast. For 
five years he has been pastor of the 
Central Methodist Church in San Fran- 
cisco, and last September was appointed 
to Howard Street Church, his tull limit 
of time having expired at. Central 
Church.

This church is second only to the Los 
Angeles First Church in point of num- 
bers, wealth and influence im the South- 
ern California conference. 

THE BROTBERHOOD OF 8T. ANDREW. 
The service at St. John’s Episcopal 
Church was unusually interesting last 
evening. The address wags preceded by 
the usual choral evensong, which was 
all sung, the Psalms being chanted by 
the congregation and choir. » The music 
at St. John’s is of a very high order, 
and is extremely well rendered by a 
large veated choir of gentlemen, ladies 
and boys. The effect is particularly 
.good, the ladies being vested in white 
robes and black tasseled  academical 
cap. St. John's is, we believe, the only 
choir of this kind in California, although 
several Episcopal churches in. New 
York and Philadelphia and other East- 
ern cities have adopted thts method of 
vesting the ladv singers.

And Socrates informed him 
that he would have to charge him 
double for his tuition, since he would 
have to first teach him how to hold his 
tongue. The points dwelt upon in the 
Doctor’s most happy style were the si- 
lefice of self-control, the silence of 
sympathy, the silence of worship and 
the silence of forbearance toward those 
whoerr. Hé also urged the silence of 
faith in the presence of overwhelming 
affiictions, and he gave strong and 
timely advice concerning silence in 
connection with the unrevealed mvs- 
teries of God's existence and of God's 
manifestations. These are _ divine 
truths which utterly transcend formu- 
lation and which can never be expressed 
in our poor human language. And in- 
stead of trying to state such truths in 
our creeds we should exercise the rev- 
erent silence concerning them that the 
Bible does. One of the most forcible 
thoughts presented was the duty of si- 
lence with reference to unproved specu- 
lations that tend to unsettk Christian 
faith. 

It is rarely that one hears so helpful 
a sermon, nor one that touches so many

as‘rouslv for the heathens. 

The Chinamen are not only well 
arme, but they are so well fortified in 
brick buildings that they would have 
given a mob a warm reception and num- 
bers would have been shot down before 
the heathens could have been driven 
from their strongholds. 

There area number of Chinamen in 
this city who were here when twenty- 
one of their number were slaughtered 
bya mob some years ago, and they 
know better how to defend themselves 
now than they did at that time. 

Every effort possible was made by 
Chief Glass to induce the tramp Reed, 
or Scott, who claimed to bave been in 
the house when the bor was murdered, 
to talk yesterday, but he was as dumb 
as an oyster, and had to be returned to 
his cell without giving any information 
whatever.

MANY FRIENDS WILL MOURN HER LOSS. 

Saturday evening the body of Miss Webb, 
who committed suicide at Whittier, where 
she was teaching school, was brought to 
her home inthis place. News of the sad 
event was a terrible shock to her many 
friends here. 

In conversation yesterday with an inti- 
mate friend of the family, the reporter 
learned that the true facts of the case have 
not before appearedin print. Thedeceased 
was about 35 vears of age, and until about 
two weeks ago resided on East Walnut 
street with her sister, also unmarried. 
About a month ago she received news of 
the failure of an Eastern bank and the 
consequent loss of a considerable sum of 
money. While the affair caused her much 
worry and anxiety, she was too brave a 
woman to succumb to such misfortune. 
Feeling dependent upon her own resources, 
she secured a position in the public schools 
at Whittier, and during her short stay 
there made many friends. 

The real cause of the suicide was not 
worry over her financial troubles, buta 
sudden illness that manifested itself Friday 
in an epileptic fit while she was engaged in 
her school. From this time uatil the hour 
early the next morning when she committed 
the fatal deed, the attending physician 
states unhesitatingly that she was not in 


- her right mind, and such was the nature of 


her ailment that had she made no attempt 
upon her life she would soon have become 
hopelessly insane. 

Miss Webb had not that sort of a char. 
acter that would prompt ber tosuch a deed. 
In Pasadena she was beloved by a large 
circle of friends. In church work she was 
particularly active, especially in the young 
—— societies of the First Presbyterian 

hurch. Her life was above reproach. 
Thoroughly unselfish, of lovable disposi- 
tion, and possessed of a sterling Christian 
character that admitted of no doubt as to 
its sincerity, she commanded the respect as 
weil as enjoyed the love of all who knew 
her. Her sad and sudden taking off will be 
generally deplored. 

The funeral will take place at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon from her late residence.

Profits of Fruit Raising. 

The Democrats held another demonstra- 
tion in this city Saturday nigtt. The prin- 
cipal speaker was George S. Patton, who 
succeeded in making ‘our friends, the 
enemy,’’ feel asif they had the only cause 
onearth. The boys got up the most en- 
thusiasm of any previous meeting. Several 
of the candidates for the county ‘offices ad- 
dressed the meeting. One prominent 
Democrat remarked to the reporter when 
asked why. he was getting upso much en- 
thusiasm, ‘‘Well, about all the fan we have 
had for the last twenty-five years has been 
just before the election, and we want to 
have a good time while we can."’ 

A sample of what ten acres of deciduous 
fruits in Pomona has been worth this year, 
is tobe had from the Peter Hoops ranch 
south of town. It may be here stated that 
Mr. Hoops has irrigated his place but twice 
this vear and part of his ranch is not irri- 
gated atall. From four acres of apricots 
on his place he got 73,400 pounds of 
fruit. He dried the crop and got 
$963 for it, or $240 ani acre. 
From his three acres of peaches he got 
48,600 pounds of fruit that he sold green 
for $40 a ton. His receipts from °- the 
peach crop were $956, or $318 an acre. 
The three acres of prunes have been dried 
and sold at 9 cents per pound. He received 
from the prune crop $1245. The ten 
acres have yielded him $3164 for the year. 
The net profits from the same property are 
$2730,or $273 an acre. Mr, Hoops says 
he knows of many farms in the East of 
150 or 200 acresin the East that do not 
yield so much in one year as his ten acres, 
and he does not have to work hard either. 
His orchard is but 7 years old and has 
borne a good crop for three years.

Impressive Exercises «at the Catholic 
Charch in Honor of Columbus. 

Several hundred invitations to attend the 
celebration of the discovery of America by 
Columbus, under the auspices of the Santa 
Barbara Historical Archconfraternity of 
the Sacred Heart, were sent out during the 
latter part of the week. 


The exercises began at the Parochial 
Church ty the celebration of high mass in 
the morniug, toflowed by a sermon by the 
Fev. J. Caballeria on the importance to the 
world in a political, religious and ecientific 
sense of the discovery ©: America by Col- 
umtus. The exercises were grand and im- 
posing and the church was beautifully dec- 
,orated. The Catholic autiorities, it seems, 
decreed that whfle some celebrated ibe 
12th and others the 21st, according to the 
new style, yet im order to have ita re- 
ligious festival, Sunday, the 16th, was 
made the diy in which Catholics all over 
the world celebrate. 

The different societies formed at their 
respective places of meeting and marched 
to the church on State street at 2 o'clock 
From there they formed a procession and 
marched down State street to receive Col- 
umbus, who was represented by “B. Guit- 
errez’’ on a float torepresent the Santa 
Marie and drawn by four white horses. 
They then countermarched to the opera. 
house, where the principal exercises took 
place. 

In the procession were 300 little girls un- 
der the Sisters of Mercy, all dressed in 
white. The Society of the Y.M.1. about 
fifty in number; Society of the Sacred Heart 
Association, about 100, the -Junta Patri. 
Olica Hidalgo” Society and a number of 
others. There were three carriages at the 
head of the procession. In the tirst were Col. 
J.J. Ayres, editor of the Los Angeles Her- 
ald Father James, Superior Juige Walter B. 
Cope and Dr. Oito; the seco. had two rev- 
erend fathers; the third tiree Franciscan 
friars from the mission, Then followed 
the Sparish band, discoursing fine music 
and making an excellent appearance. The 
crush of people at the operahouse was 
something frightful, a solid mass of hu- 
manfty for nearly halfa biock awaited the 
opening of the doors, 4nd’ the’ house was 
filled to its utmost capacity, including 
standing room, in less time than it takes to 
write this, hundreds being umable to gain 
admission. 

The exercises opened with “Hail Colum- 
bia"’ by the band, during which the curtain 
rose, revealing King ferdinand and Queen 
Isabella seated on a gorgeous throne, sur- 
rounded by courtiers and distinguished in- 
vited guests. Columbus marched in, at- 
tended by a band of indians decorated with 
feathers and war paint, and took his seat 
at one side of the stace. 

Rev. Father James Vila made a bricf 
opening address, paying a high tribute to 
the memory of Columbus. His address was 
followed by a selection of music by the 
brass band. F. de P. Griterre delibered a 
short address on Amercia y la Fé, fol- 
lowed with “Gen. Grant's March,” by the 
string band. James UC. Biddle, Jr., read an 
extract from the Catholic Messenger. sub- 
ject, “Columbus and the United States."’ 
Selection of music by the string band. Mr. 
Edmund Burke delivered an original ora- 
tion on the ‘Genius of the Discovery of 
America;"’ this was followed by music by 
the string band. Capt. Walter Lord then 
read from Washington Irving, an extract. 
“Observations on the Character of Colum- 
bus."’ This occupicd untilafter 4 o'clock, 
so that the balance of the programme could 
not be sent in for today’s paper.

Enthusiastic Meeting to Talk Up a 
Beet-sugar Factory. 


Mach Interest Manifested in the Enter- 
prise—Serious Accident on the Santa 
Ana Race Track—Notes from 
Orange and_Tast in, 


SANTA ANA. 

About forty of Santa Ama's most enter 
prising and public-spirited men met in the 
City Hall, instead of Spurgeon's~Ha}t as 
formerly announced, Saturday evening in 
answer to a call issued several days ago to 
bring the citizens together to discuss the 
matter of establishing a beet-sugar factory 
and refinery in or near the city of Santa 
Ana. Joseph Yock, chairman of the County 
Board of Supervisors, presided over the 
meeting and S. H. Finley made a record of 
what was said and done. Mr. Finley, being 
one of the party of gentlemen who visited 
the Chino factory last week, was called 
upon to give tne gentlemen present an idea 
of what he saw at this great factory. He 
gave them a review of their visit, conclud- 
ing with the reading of a tpyewritten le¢t- 
ter received from the manufacturers of 
beet sugar machinery inGermany, giving 
the probable cost of a factory with every- 
thing compiete. The letter stated that 
the machinery complete for a 7200- 
ton r day capacity factory would 
cost $80,000, and for a 300-ton per day 
capacity factory it would cost $120,000. 
Mr. Finiey stated that while at Chino he 
learned that the farmers were receiving 
from $4 to $4.50 per ton for their beets, 
and that they were making all the way from 
$40 to $120 per acre from the crop. He 
believed the raising of beets and their man. 
ufacture into sugar at Chino to be an un- 
qualified success. 

As there seemed to be a lack of reliable 
and thorough information present as to 
what was necessary for the farmers and 
merchants to do just at this time in order 
that the beect-sugar industry might be stim- 
ulated in this vicin ty, H. A. Peabody, of 
tne Daily Blade, made a motion that a com- 
mittce of tive be appointed to ascertain 
just what was necessary to do to start this 
very important business proposition to mov- 
ing in the right direction. The committee 
appointed were D. Halladay, W. H. Spur- 
geon, S. H. Finley, A. F. Morton and W. B. 
Hervy, the chairman, Mr. Yoch, being 
afterward added to the committee. Sev- 
eral gentlemen, after the committee was 
appointed, spoke enthusiastically of the es- 
tablishment of a factory and pledged their 
hearty support to the enterprise should it 
be started. 

There are hundreds and thousands of 
acres of landin Orange county that will 
raise beets rich inthe succulent sweeticss 
so much sought after by the sugar-maker, 
but it takes money; it takes enterprise and 
it takes hard knocks to transform the wild 
prairies into fertile beet fields and to con- 
structa factory and refinery filled from 
cell*r to dome with ponderous machinery 
of the most expensive foreign or domestic 
patterrs. It is not a question of money

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


An Oakland Man’s Plan for Re- 
ducing Rates. 


Special Tickets to Be Sold to the 
‘“Workingmen’s Class.” 


How a Guileless Passenger Man Took 
Things Easy. 


Excursion Managers Looking Over the 
Southern California Field-—Some 
General, Local and Personal 
Rallroad Gossip. 


The Oakland Tribune says: Col. 
Shepard has a scheme for reduced rail- 
way fares, which was recently submit- 
ted to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, which he thinks will in a meas- 
uré prevent heavy knifing of rates 
whenever one road grants a reduced rate 
to any traveling delegation. The 
Colonel proposes that the railroads shall 
notify the commissioners of a new sub- 
division or grade passenger traffic,. to 
be known as the ‘‘Workingmen’s Class.”’ 
Rates would be established for this 
travel as they now are for first and sec- 
ond-class passengers, except, of course, 
they would be much lower. Col. Shep- 
ard’s plan is that the rzilroads shall 
figure just how far they can move 
a train of a given number of cars, 
with all seats occupied, for 90 centsa 
passenger. These trains are not to be 
subject to any charge ior interest on in- 
vested capital, salaries of executive 
viticers, advertising, taxes, or thd nu- 
merous other charges toward the pay- 
pyr which all regular trains now 
contribute. The cost of running these 
trains would include only the actual 
wages of trainmen, fuel, oil and the 
printing of tickets. Having ascertained 
how many miles a train could be trans: 
ported on this basis atthe rate of 90 
cents foreach passenger, Col. Shepard 
proposes that 10 cents should be added 
for rolling stock, profit, etc., and that 
the fare to Chicago should be $1, multi- 
plied by the number of times the mile- 
age is greater than the number that 
could be covered for 90 cents for each 
passenger. Several railroad men who 
have figured onthe plansayit is the 
greatest one ever conceived for cheap 
transportation, and it is believed that 
fully two-thirds of the entire population 
ofthe country could be taken to the 
World's Fair for that rate. 

HOW A PASSENGER AGENT CAUGHT ON, 

It is a chilly time when the average 
soliciting passenger agent is distanced 
in any kind of a game. The latest 
story of the sagacity of the passenger 
men istold on H. D. Badgley, who is 
the New England representative of the 
Burlington. It is claimed that Badgley 
knows how to obtain the good things of 
this life as a matter of divine right. 
Those which do not come his way he 
goes after and captures. He was se- 
lected by the Burlington to accompany 
the recent Grand Commandery of the 
Knights Templars from Chicago to Den- 
ver. The Chicago Herild says that 
the most elegant train of the company’s 
equipment was devoted to the Grand 
Commandery. The stateroom in the 
best car of this train may well be im- 
agined to be a snug spot, and Friend 
Badgley evolved ascheme by which he 
might wallow in its luxuriousness.
